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S I think it my indifpenfible Duty, 
not only as a Writer but alfo as an 
Englifgman, to inculcate to my Fel- 
low Subjeéts, as far as in me lies, the 
true Interefls of my Country, I 
fhould believe myfelf highl) blame- 
able, if, at this Junéture, 1 neg- 
lefted to how the great Benefits that will accrue to us from 
the Trade of Cape Breton, when its Prefervation feeins 
endanger’, tho’ it should be the principal Object of our 
Peace-makers in their approaching Negociations ; I fay, 
I fhould be wanting in my Duty to my King, to my 
Country, and to myfelf, if I did not endeavour to rivet in 
the Hearts of my Countrymen the Regard due to fo valuable 
an Acquifition, as it may be the Means of preferving that, 
whofe Poffeffion would add Strength to our Navy, bring 
Wealth to our Coffers, and endlefs Glory to the Fame of 
Old England: For which Purpofe, as it cannot be beiter 
done, I fhall make free with an Extract from a very ufeful 
Pamphlet, entitled, The Importance and dvantage of Cape 
Breton, &¢. The Author of this excellent Performance, 
after having enumerated the Benefit of Cape Breton to France 
from a Memorial of M. Raudot to the French King his 
Mafter, proceeds to lay down the Advantages we fhouid 
reap by it, and, fpeaking of the faid Memorial, fays, 





HE above Memorial has pointed out to us fo many 

of the Advantages, which this Nation may reap 
from this important Conqueft, that it-has in a great Mea- 
fure cat fhort our Work in enemerating them: For we 
have little elfe todo, but to confider what Ufes they made 
of this Ifland; and, by turning their own Weapons againft 
them, we may employ them with double Force ; inafmuch 
as they are greatly weakened, we immenfely encreas’d in 
Strength by this Acquifition. 


It is pretty remarkable, that the French Jefuit begins 
his Defcription of Cape Breton by averring, that after the 
Ceffion of Placentia and Acadia to the Crown of England, 
The French bad no other Place, where they could dry thetr 
Fifa in Safety, but the land of Cape Breton: Wherefore 
they were driven by Neceflity to make a Settlement there, 
and to fortify it. 


This Axiom he repeats more than once in the Courfe of 
his Hiftory of New France; and if it be a true one, it 
necefiarily follows, that the Frexch have now loft all the 
Advantages they had, or could propofe to themfelves, by 
the Poffeffion of that Ifland. 


Since the Declaration of War, the Fi exch (it is prefum'd) 
have been debarr’d from fifhing on the Banks of Neayfound- 
land; as well as from crying and curing thcir Fifh upon 
that Ifland. Whenever a Peace between the two Crowns 
fhall be negociated, it is not doubted but proper Meafures 
will be taken to remove all Poffibility of abufing, as they 


have done the Privileges granted them by the Treaty of 
Utrecht. 


Nothing could poffibly have contributed fo much to the 
fecuring this important Branch of our Trade, as our being 
Maltess of Cape Breton; which is fo fituated, as to be 





either of incfimable Valuc, or inconceivable Detrinzent to 
the Englife-Nation. It lies between 45 and 47 Degrees of 
Northern Latitude ; and is feparated from 4caa%a, or New 
Scotland, only by the narrow Streights of Cax/>. It fhuts 
up, as it were, the Entrance into the Gulph, and confe- 
quently the River of St. Laurence. Jt isnearer the great 
Fithing Banks of Nezvfoundland, than any of the Exgilifo 
Colonies, except Newfoundland itfelf; confequently, mutt 
effeually intercept or proteét all Intercourfe between our 
Colonies, and that Ifland. In a Word, it is, in all Re- 
fpefls, fo fituated, as if Providenee intended it fhould 
make a Part of the Britis Dominions, as it really and in 
Fa& is the Key to all the reff. 


If this be the Cafe, and I believe no true Subjeét of 
Greet Britain will deny it to be the Cafe, can any Care 
be employ’d, any Money expended, that is too great, or 
too confiderable for the Prefervation of it? But we have 
many other Inducements to the taking early and effectual 
Meafures for the fecuring of Cape Breton to the Dominion 
of the Crown of England, as weil from whatever open 
Force may be brought againft it, as from all the Arts and 
Intrigues of French Minifters. We have fuffered once 
already by their Tricks ; and that in the very Point now 
before us. Let us therefore be aware of ‘their playing the 
fame Game over again ; and in order to it, let every one 
who is Mafter of the Subject, add to thefe few Hints all 
that is wanting to fiew our King, our Minifters, our Je- 
giflature and our People, how immenfely valuable this 
late Acquifition is; and how well it deferves to be nourifhed, 
proteéted, and preferved. 


M. Raudot has alledged, that Cape Breton can farnith 
of its own Growth, Codfith, Oils, Coals, Plailler, Timber, 
&c. to the Kingdom of France. If that be trve (and as 
I am inform’'d it is ftrifily fo) then this is not a Barren 
defart Land, affording fcarce any Trees or Herbage, as 
reprefented by a modern Hiftorian. 


Charlevoix fays, it has many Lakes and Rivers ; that 
there is a competent Number of domeflic Animals, which 
fubfitt very well upon it ; that Fruits and Grain grow well 
there; that Hemp and Flax are cultivated with Succef ; 
and that fifhing and hunting are able to maintain the Inha- 
bitants a good Part of the Year: This can never, furely, 


be call’d a defart Place ; nor can there be any Danger of [ 


ftarving upon an Ifland where there are fo many Refources. 
The Climate in general is reputed healthy, notwith{tand- 
ing the Frequency of Fogs there to be met with. Coals 
abound in the Ifland, and are procured at a fmall Expence. 
Timber, Stones, Marble, and Plaifter, are every where to 
be had; fo that good Habitations may not only be buili, 
but kept warm when built.

‘The Count does not feem ina Ilurry to conform to this 
Order, baving hired a Houfe in Genoa, in the Suburb of 
Peter d’ Arena. 
It is fill faid on good Authority, that the King of Spain 
had withdrawn his ‘Troops from Italy, that a feperate 








Peace was agreed on between us; and that the Queen 
| Dowsger was refufed the U feof Pen, Ink and Paper 
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Several private Letters by the laft Dutch Mail fay, 
that the true Defign of the French Squadron, under the 
Command of the Duke d’Anville, is to take Poffeffion of 
the Spanifh Part of the Ifland of Hifpaniola, or St. Do- 
mingo, yielded to the Crown of France by his late Catho- 
lick Majetty, which Ceffion however the prefent King 
has refufed to ratify. 

The Court of Vienna has nominated M. De Stolte, 
who. was formerly Secretary from the Imperial Court to 
the Crown of Spain (and not Count De Rofenberg, as 
has been reported) to repair to Lifbon, after Mr. Keene, 
to remain there in Readinefs to proceed to Madrid, as foen 
as the good Difpofitions of his Catholick Majefty hall 
make their Prefence neccflary.

Count de Nava, who behaved fo gallantly in the De- 
fence of Mons, has pafs’d thro’ Cologne in his Way to 
Vienna. 

Some private Letters from Genoa, give us the following 
Detail of the Loffes of the Allies, viz. killed, wounded, 
and.taken in the Bartle of Rotto Freddo, one Lieutenant- 
General, one Major-General, three Brigadiers, 11 Colo- 
nels, nine Lieutenant Colonels, 14. Majors, 154 other 
Officers, and 7400 private Men. Taken Prifoners in their 
Retreat 2000, taken in Placentia 8000, deferted 4000 
The Magazines abandoned in Placentia, are valued at five 

Vfillions of Ducats. 

The frefheit Letters from Genoa, which are dated the 
25th ult. fay, that the Ariny of the Allies was then en 
camped on the Glacis of the Place; that the Infant Don 
Philip, and the Duke of Modena, were in tie City ; 
and that the principal Perfons of tlie Republick laboured 
to perfuade the Marquis de las Minas not to abandon them, 
offering in that Cale, to hazard all in the common Caule. 

In {pite of Confequences, and all the Facts that tlare 
them in the Face, the French Court affect to talk of the 
Paffage of the Po, in Sight of the Auftrian and Piedmontefe 
Armies, and the Aétion afterwards, as fomething greatly 
to their Advantage, and are lavifh in Praiie of the Generals 
who did this mighty Bufinefs. 

By Letters which came to Court from Flanders, there 
isa certain Account that we have anopen Communicition, 
Plenty of Provifions, are in good Health, and have frequent 
Skirmifhes to our Advantage. 

Count Waffenear and M Gilles arrived at Breda on the 
sth Initant, N.S. The Marquis de Puyfieux was expected 
there onthe 7th, and the reft of the foreign Minifters were 
to follow in a few Days.
